LABOR RACKETS 
INQUIRY: of 
BOMBING OCCURS 


Those Named by Grand 
Jury Include Orville 
L. Ring, Charged 
With Embezzlement 
and Robbery.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 5 
—The fifth bombing within’ a 
week of a business building here 
occurred last night, after four 
AFL union leaders and the man- 
ager of a contractors’ association 
were indicted yesterday. 

Those indicted included 
Orville L. Ring, former president 
of the Teamsters Council, who 
was charged with embezzlement 
and two counts of second-degree 
robbery, alleging he forced con- 
tributions from contractors to a 
hospital here through thréats of 
work stoppages. 

The explosion, which occurred 
shortly before midnight, broke 
large front windows in The Glass 
and China House, a glass and 
chinaware shop on the South 
Side, causing damage estimated 
at more than $10,000. 

Indictments were returned by 
the Jackson county grand jury 
following qa demand by a special 
House subcommittee in Wash- 
ington for a federal grand jury 
investigation of labor violence 
which caused the Kansas City 
construction industry to be idle 
for two months this year. 

Others Indicted. 

Named with Ring in yester- 
day’s indictments were: Willard 
Wilkinson, president and busi- 
ness agent of a construction la- 
borers’ local; Edward Chevlin, 
former vice president and busi- 
ness agent of a Teamsters’ local; 
Del Nabors, former boxer and 
assistant to Ring, and John A. 
Scheffer, manager of the local 
chapter, National Electrical Con- 
tractors’ Association. 

Scheffer and Wilkinson also 
were charged under a section of 
a Missouri statute covering use 
of threats to enforce contribu- 
tions to charity. : 

Chevlin, chief witness against 
Ring before the House subcom- 
mittee, was named in’charges of 
assault with intent to kill and 
carrying concealed weapons. Na- 
bors was indicted for felonious 
assault. 

Ring, also charged with em- 
bezzling $1100 in union funds, 
is alleged to have threatened 
work stoppages if contributions 
were not made to Mercy Hospi- 
tal as settlements of union com- 
plaints. 

Released on $10,000 bond, he 
declared: “I never robbed any- 
one in my life and I’m too old 
to start now.” 

‘Repulsive’ Conditions. 

Conditions “repulsive to every 
American” have been uncovered 
by a preliminary investigation of 
alleged labor racketeering here, 
Attorney General John M. Dal- 
ton said yesterday at Jefferson 
City. The inquiry was ordered 
by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. 

A*similar inquiry, into labor 
racketeering and extortion is in 
progress in the St. Louis area,

The bombing of the The Glass 
and China House occurred after 
a $5000 award was offered, yes- 
terday through the Kansas City 
Crime Commission foy arrest 
and conviction of persons re- 
sponsible for the previous blasts. 

Police, still without a clue, 
were unable to establish any 
connection between the bomb- 
ings and the current investiga- 
tions into labor racketeering in 
this area. Operators of the dam- 
aged firms said they have had 
no labor or other troubles. 

As in the other explosions, the 
latest one occurred just about 
midnight. This bomb, too, was 
placed at the front of the build- 
ing, under a door mat,

41 MEET VIOLENT 
DEATHS AT START 
OF LABOR HOLIDAY 


CHICAGO, Sept. 5 (AP)—The 
toll of violent deaths in the 78- 
hour Labor day weekend slowly 
began climbing today as millions 
took their last summer holiday 
fling. 

In the first weekend hours, 41 
persons met violeht deaths—31 
of them in highway mishaps. 
Four persons drowned and six 
died of miscellaneous accidental 
causes. 

The National Safety Council 
estimates 440 persons will die in 
traffic accidents during the 
weekend period, from 6 p.m. 
Friday to midnight Monday. 
This would be an average of 
more than five deaths an hour. 
Last year the 78-hour holiday 
traffic toll was 432. The record 
is 461 in 1951. 

Missouri reported one drown- 
ing. Illinois listed two highway 
fatalities and one other violent 
eath. ~ 


PRIEST AMONG 3 
FIRST TO SCALE 
MATTERHORN FACE 


VALTOURNANCHE, Italy, 
Sept. 5 (AP) — Three mountain 
climbers—one a priest—yester- 
day conquered the previously 
unscaled southeast face of the 
Matterhorn. 

News of their exploit reached 
this city today. 

The peak, several hundred feet 
ftom the 14,692-feet-high tip of 
the Matterhorn, was named “‘Lit- 
tle Italo Muzio” in honor of Ita- 
lo Muzio of Genoa, Italy, one of 
the climbers. He was accompa- 
nied by the Rev. Luigi Maquig- 
naz, also of Genoa, and Louis 
Cagrel, a Valtournanclhe guide. 

Near the summit, the three 
were attacked by an eagle, but 
frightened it away.

‘St. Louis Is Dying From 
the Heart ‘Out,’ He 
Says in Plea for Pas- 
sage Sept. 29. 


“St. Louis is dying from the 
heart out,” Howard F. Baer, 
president of A. S. Aloe Co., as- 
serted yesterday in urging pas- 
sage of the plaza bond issue. 

Addressing the Fred W. Stock- 
ham Post of the American Le- 
gion at the DeSoto Hotel, he 
said: 

“Most of the community has 
been terribly concerned about 
what is happening to the down- 
town section, where an exodus 
has been going on for 25 years. 
If this exodus continues—if tax 
values continue to go down—if 
we decay—we will have an im- 
possible situation. 

“Something has to be done to 
sparkplug a beginning of an 
attack against decay. Why not 
start right in the middle of the 
city and tackle this Number One 
eyesore of old, dilapidated build- 
ings in the plaza area?” 

Baer, who is co-chairman of 
a civic needs committee working 
to get out the vote for the Sept. 
29 special election, urged the 
Legionnaires to work for pas- 
sage of the proposed $1,500,000 
bond issue. 

The bond issue will set off “a 
chain reaction” of civic progress, 
he declared, explaining that the 
bonds will finance development 
of a three-block park linking 
Aloe and Memorial Plazas; the 
park will be accepted as the 
municipal contribution required 
to obtain federal aid for rede- 
velopment of five and one-half 
adjoining blocks; governmental 
aid will enable the Urban Rede- 
velopment Corp. to proceed with 
a $20,000,000 housing project; 
this will provide 1350 modern 
apartments, and the housing will 
generate new business and new 
life in the heart of the city. 

Far-reaching benefits of the 
plaza redevelopment will be dis- 
cussed on a program to be 
broadcast by Station KXOK at 
7:05 o’clock tonight. ru,

PANMUNJOM, Sept. 5 (AP) 
—Two hundred seventy - five 
Americans came back to free- 
dom today ahd the Communists 
promised to return another 110 
tomorrow, the thirty-third and 
final day of the big Korean 
war prisoner exchange. 

The sgcond and last Commu- 
nist “bonus” delivery will boost 
the number of Americans re- 
patriated to 3596 — 283 more 
than the Communists first 
promised to send back. 

Both sides announced today 
they would complete the ex- 
change tomorrow. 

The final delivery probably 


includes a small group of Amer- 
-ican Air Force and Marine 
pilots who the Communists said 
“confessed” to germ warfare 
charges. 

The Allies said they would 
turn back on the last day 137 
Chinese and 2255 North Ko- 
reams, boosting the total re- 
patriated to 75,797 — as com- 
pared with 74,000 the U.N. com- 
mand first promised to return. 

The Communists also prom- 
ised to release Sunday one South 
African, eight British, four Turks 
and oné Japanese. 

12,753 Allied Returnees. 

This will bring to 12,753 the 
number of Allied P.O.W.s re- 
turned, 10 short of the 12,763 
the Communists said they would 
liberate. 

But the Reds have since said 
more than 20 non-Korean and 
300 Korean prisoners refused re- 
patriation and will be turned 
over to the neutral nations re- 
patriation commission for dispo- 
sition. 

Both sides said the final fig- 
ures would include all prisoners 
who want to return, including 
any who had changed their 
mind at the last minute. 

Three St. Louisans and two 
men from nearby Illinois com- 
munities were among the prison- 
ers freed today. 

The St. Louisans were Capt. 
Emanuel R. Amann, Sgt. First 
Class Ninevah A. Carter and Sgt. 
First Class Lawrence J. Leslie. 

The MTIllinoisans were Sat. 
First Class Don Poiret of Belle- 
ville and Sgt. First Class John 
T. Brockes of East St. Louis.

Louisans who were freed in- 
cluded:

U.N. Holds Back Rioters. 

While the Reds held back un- 
til the very last airmen they 
charged spread bacteria over 
North Korea, the U.N. Com- 
mand was doing the same with 
the leaders of the bloody Koje 
island P.O.W. camp riots. 

The U.N. command would not 
confirm it officially, but Sun- 
day’s delivery presumably will 
include the riot leaders, among 
them North Korean Col. Lee 
Hak Koo. 

The 275 Americans returned 
today were by far the largest 
group of United States troops 
sent back in one day. All ap- 
peared in good health. 

The Reds also handed back 24 
Britons and one Australian, 11 
South Korean soldiers and two 
South Korean women Red Cross 
workers. 

The Allies delivered about 
2400 North Korean P.O.W.s, who 
turned up with a new propagan- 
da trick as they arrived at the 


Experts Classify Teen-Agers: 


‘Wheel,’ ‘Brain’ or ‘Wild One’ 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 4 (AP)— 
Your teen-ager will become a 
“wheel,” a “brain” “mouse,” 
“drip,” “outsider” or “wild one,” 
in teen-age slang, Drs. Carson 
Maguire, Monroe Lanmon and 
George D. White of tthe Uni- 
versity of Texas told the Ameri- 
@an Psychological Association 
today. 


They said teen-agers get a lot 
of their education from other 
teen-agers. They learn to act 
like other youngsters in their 
group, to have the same ideas, 
beliefs and values. They may 
change from one group to an- 
other when they learn the “ap- 
proved” ways of behaving in 
that group. — 

Dr. Maguire and associates 
studied teen-agers of high school 
age in communities in Texas, 
Illinois and Wisconsin, and 
found, in three gen groups, 
a common pattern in teen- 
agers regard each other, ~ 

Group one is a organ- 
ized school crowd. are the 
“wheels,” who pretty much run 


the show, setting styles and 


* 


standards. They usually become 
business and’ professional peo- 
ple. There are, also “spokes,” 
training to become “wheels.” 
And “drips” are would-be wheels 
who don’t quite fit in, said Dr. 
Maguire. 

The “braifis” usually stick to- 
gether in pairs, threesomes or 
foursomes, They get good grades 
but don’t mix as readily, They 
become intellectuals. 

Teen-agers of group one us- 
ually become adults of the up- 
per-middle class. 

Group 2, the largest, is gener- 
ally known as “outsiders.” It 
consists of smaller groups, cen- 
tering activities around some 
church, neighborhood club, ath- 
letic club or other unit. An off- 
sheot is the “mice,” inoffensive 
but respectable teen-agers. 

-Group 2 usually becomes 
adults of the lower-middle class

U.S. GRANTS IRAN 
$40,000,000 OF 
AD 10 END I’ 
FINANCIAL CHAQS 


Eisenhower Responds to 
Premier’s Appeal, 
Hopes Tehran Can 
Put ‘Rich Resources’ 
to Use. 


DENVER, Sept. 5 (AP)—Pres!- 
dent Eisenhower today granted 
the new government of Iran 
$45,000,000 in emergency eco- 
nomi¢ aid obviously in an effort 


to prevent any Iranian alignment 


| with Russia. 

The President acted 10 days 
after Prime Min'ster Fazollah 
Zahedi appealed to him for 
swift assistance, saying Iran’s 
treasury was empty and that 
money was needed urgently to 
enable the country “to emerge 
from a state of economic and 
financial chaos.” 

Last Tuesday Eisenhower made 
public a reply .assuring Zahedi 
the United States would give 
“sympatletic consideration” to 
his appeal. 

This statement was isued by 
the summer White House today: 

“In response to a request for 
urgent assistance from the new 
government of Iran, the Presi- 
dent has made available on an 
emergency basis $45,000,000 
which will be used for the im- 
mediate econoiaic assistance of 
Iran in accordance with the pro- 
cedures of the Foreign Opera- 
tions Administration under the 
Mutual Security Act. 

“This amount is in addition to 
existing United States technical 
assistance anc military programs 
in Iran. 

“There is great need for im- 
mediate assistance to restore a 


lish a foundation for greater 
economic development and im- 
provement in the living stand- 
ards for all the people of Iran. 

“It is hoped that, with our as- 
sistance, there will be an in- 
crease in the internal stability of 
Iran which will allow the de- 
velopment of a healthy economy 
to which an early effective use 
of Iran’s rich resources will con- 
tribute.” 

That was a clear aplerence to 
Iranian oil and the dispute with 
Britain which has shut off the 
supply despite United States 
efforts to help arrange a settle- 
ment. 

Iran nov, is receiving $23,400,- 
000 in technical assistance in ad- 
dition to the new grant. 


RUSSIA REPORTS 
PACT WITH IRAN 


LONDON, Sept. 5 (UP)—The 
Moscow radio announced today 
that Russia and Iran have 
reached a new trade agreement 
that will “greatly increase” ex- 
change of goods between the 
two countries. 

The agreement grew out of 
trade talks in Tehran in July 
and August. It was formalized 
Sept. 3. 

Thus it appeared that the Rus- 
sians had managed to deal with 
Premier Fazlollah Zahedi on an 
arrangement originally discussed 
with Mohammed Mossadegh be- 
fore he was ousted as premier. 
Zahedi overthrew Mossadegh 
last month. He immediately ap- 
pealed for economic aid from the 
major nations, east or west. 

Only today President Eisen- 
hower announced that the Unit- 
ed States had granted $45,000,- 
000 in emergency aid to Iran. 

Russia is known to have been 
attempting to make a friend of 
the new Iranian regime and an 
agreement favorable to Iran on 
exchange of goods had been pre- 
dicted in some quarters as the 
Soviets’ gesture of help to Iran’s 
poverty-stricken government,

BONN, Sept. 5 (AP)—A fate- 
ful West German election cam- 
paign closed tonight. Confronted 
by issues that may afféct the 
world for centuries, perhaps 25,- 
000,000 of the Bonn republic's 
33,000,000 registered voters will 
record their decisions at the 
polls tomorrow. 

The voters are choosing a new 
Bundestag, the lower house of 
Parliament, which in turn will 
choose West Germany’s new gov- 
ernment. Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer and his Christian 
Democrat party, dominant in the 
old Parliament, expressed con- 
fidence of victory despite a 
closing rush from the Sd@flists, 
the nation’s second biggest 
party, 

Sunny weather, with scattered 
showers, was forecast. The polls 
will open at 8 am. (2 a.m. St 
Louls time) and close 10 hours 


later. The trend should be 
clearly established by early 
Monday. 


To the outside world it looks 
like a contest between Soviet 
Russia and the United States. 
To the average German, how- 
ever, there is not the clearcut 
East-West choice that recent 
statements from Washington 
and Moscow have implied. Re- 
unification of Germany, a proj- 
ect all parties favor, is upper- 
most in the minds of many.

PARTY LOYALTY 
PLEDGE NOT’ T0 
BE DEMOCRATIC 


Senator Douglas Says 
Northern Wing Won’t 
Bring It Up at Na- 
tional Sessions at Chi- 
cago Sept. 14 and 15. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP) 
~Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, said today Northern Demo- 
crats will not raise the “loyalty 
pledge” issue — which makes 
some Southerners erupt—at the 
party sessions in Chicago Sept. 
14 and 15. 

Stephen A. Mitchell, chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, also reported prog- 
ress in healing the North-South 
differences within the party and 
said the meeting would not act 
on the pledge. 

But Mitchell declared Gov. 
James F. Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina “has read himself out of 
the party.” Mitchell spoke on 
a CBS radio program last night. 

Byrnes, who supported Prési- 
dent Eisenhower’s candidacy last 
year, announced he would not 
attend the Chicago meeting. 

Douglas did not rule out the 
possibility that some Southern- 
ers who do attend may them- 
selves bring up the future of the 
“loyalty pledge.” If they do, 
he said, “it is highly important 
that the people know what all 
the shouting is about.” 

Not Pig-in-a-Poke Pledge. 

Douglas in an interview denied 
that Northern Democrats ever 
had asked delegates to national 
eonventions “to agree in advance 
to support candidates or plat- 
forms that had not been agreed 
upon.” 

“That would be highly improp- 
er,” he said. 

Mitchell said the Chicago 
meeting would miss Byrnes and 
that, although some other South- 
ern Democrats were staying 
away, “there is no trend when 
four or five don’t attend.” 

He said a “great deal of 
progress” has been made in 


‘ reconciling Northern and South- 


ern wings in the party. 


The 1952 Democratic conven- 
tion got into a roaring fight over 
proposed loyalty rules. Sponsors 
said they were designed merely 
to prevent a repetition of the 
1948 situation in which some 
Southern state ballots listed 
“State’s Rights” candidates, 
rather than those chosen by the 
national Democratic convention, 
as the Democratic candidates. 

Some Southerners, however, 
served notice they would resist 
any effort to bind them in ad- 
vance to support candidates and 
platforms still to be selected, 


Rule Finally Adopted. 


The rule finally adopted 
merely required delegates to 
pledge their aid in getting the 
convention’s nominees on their 
states’ ballots under the Demo- 
cratic party label. And, so far as 
the 1952 convention was con- 
cerned, delegates were to be ex- 
cused from the pledge if it ran 
counter to state laws or party 
rules. 

Some delegates from Virginia, 
South Carolina and Louisiana 
refused to be bound even by this 
pledge and were nevertheless 
seated. . 

Douglas said that the, only 
question ever involved was that 
of delegates using their .moral 
influence to have the national 
party candidates listed on bal- 
lots of all states as Democrats. 

“All this does is assure that 
voters in each state at least have 
a chance to vote for the choices 
of the Democratic party,” he 
said. 

As an example, Douglas said 
he believes that Democratic 
Govs. Byrnes and Allen Shivers 
of Texas complied with the 
“loyalty pledge” during the last 
election even though they sup- 
ported the Republican candidate.

GERM WARFARE 


FREEDOM VILLAGE, Korea, 
Sept. 5 (AP)—Three American 
Air Force men returned today 
by their Communist captors said 
they refused—even under tor- 
ture and threats of death—to 
“confess” they dropped germ 
bombs. 

The three, members of a B-26 
crew shot down in February 
1952, were Capt. Byron A. 
Dobbs of Clio, Mich.; Lt. James 
L. Stanley, Decatur, Ga.; and 
S. Sgt. Richard Abbott, Wells- 
ville, N.Y. 

They said that for about six 
months they were kicked, 
slapped, stripped naked and 
forced to stand under driving 
rain, thrown into holes and 
sometimes deprived -of food and 
water. 

Stanley was sentenced to 
death and actually placed be- 
fore a Chinese firing squad but 
he still refused to “confess” to 
germ warfare, 

The three airmen said they 
agreed among themselves not 
to make false confessions. 

Stanley and Dobbs criticized 
Ametican pilots who are alleged 
to have broken down under tor- 
ture and made germ warfare 
“confessions.” 

Army Lt. Col. Robert N. Ab- 
bott of Rochester, N.Y., also 
freed today, said 99 out of 100 
men who signed Co 
propaganda statements did so 
to save their lives. Abbott said 
he never signed any statements 
nor did he make broadcasts but

Ministers’ Buying Power Down 
12 Pct. in 12 Years, Study Shows 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
The clergy is “one of the poor- 
est paid professions. in the 
world’s richest nation,” the Na- 
tional Council of Churches said 
today. 

Ministers’ salaries have been 
falling slowly behind the rising 
cost of living, the council said, 
while pay of other professions 
has been moving ahead of living 
costs. 


Reporting the results of a 
survey, the council said the pur- 
chasing power of Protestant 
clergymen has dropped 12.8 per 
ment in 12 years. ‘ 

On the other hand, purch 
power of factory workers has 
gone up 42 per cent, of service 


trades employes 33 per cent, and 
government employes 24.9 per 
cent in the same period. 

“The plight of the clergyman 
today is painfully obvious when 
his earnings are compared with 
others,” said Dr. nson Y.

“Many a minister can only 
struggle to get along as best. he 
can, hardly understanding why 
his parishioners were faring so 
much better than he.”

Institutions Making 
Farm Price Support 
Loans Needn’t Accept 
Disputed Clause. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP) 
— The Department of Agricul- 
ture, in the face of a storm of 
Southern protest, has backed 
away from its requirement that 
banks which make farm price 
support loans promise not to 
practice racial discrimination in 
employing personnel. 


Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture John H. Davis, who is pres- 
ident of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, said last night the 
non-discrimination clause no 
vlonger would be required. He 
said the decision was made on “a 
question of fact’—that employ- 
ment was not involved, since 
lending agencies generally han- 
dled the loans without increas- 
ing their staffs. 


The acrimony over the non- 
discrimination clause began re- 
cently when Southerners discov- 
ered it has been contained in all 
lending agency agreements since 
May. 

Unnecessary, Benson Says. 


Secretary Benson said in South 
Carolina earlier this week that 
he regarded the clause as ‘“un- 
necessary.”

The games are all small; friends 
and neighbors are given the oppor- 
tunity to get together, and generally 
let their hair down at a minimum of 
expense. Surely an evening at a 
night club or the ball game would be 
more expensive, and there wouldn't 
be all the old friends to talk to. 

Let's put the issue in its proper 
perspective. The law against gam- 
bling in Missouri serves its intended 
purpose in some instances, but too 
often oversteps its limitations. 

Why can’t the law be amended to 
exempt religious, charitable, and 
other non-profit organizations which 
obviously are neither the hoodlum 
nor racketeer type?

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Mr. Dulles’s Ineptness 


Secretary of State Dulles’s direct support of 
Dr. Konrad Adenauer in the German election 
is virtually beyond explanation. A generalized 
warning against the Com ists—such as that 
issued by the United States in the Italian elec- 
tions of 1948—is one thing, but a direct choice 
between anti-Communist candidates is some- 
thing else again. It invited resentment even on 
the part of voters who, in this case, had already 
decided to vote for Dr. Adenauer. 


We know as much from our history, from the 
inept letter written by Sackville-West, the Brit- 
ish ambassador, in 1888, in favor of Grover 
Cleveland. Publication of that letter beat Cleve- 
land. More recently, Clare Booth Luce’s poli- 
ticking in Italy helped to make former Premier 
De Gasperi’s victory too narrow to prevent the 
speedy fall of his government. Democratic peo- 
ples like to feel that they are settling their own 
affairs; they do not like to feel that they are 
taking orders from abroad. 

*. . . 

True, the United States Government has been 
eager for Dr. Adenauer’s re-election. The rea- 
sons for this have long been clear to most West 
Germans; and mosté of them have long known 
that the reasons are good. But these German 
voters also have long known that the Ollenhauer 
Socialists, the chief opponents of Dr. Adenauer, 
are fundamentally as .anti-Communist as the 
Christian Democrats. The Communists as such 
never had a chance in West Germany, no mat- 
ter how many hoodlums might be sent from be- 
yond the Iron Curtain to make trouble. 


There are issue’, however, which have trou- 
bled the Germans. Aside from the question of 
whether rearmament should come before reuni- 
fication or vice versa, there have been questions 
of economic policy. Dr. Adenauer's finance min- 
ister, for example, has been pushing an extreme 
form of free enterprise unpopular with many 
Germans. Adenauer’s close liaison with other 
European Christian politicians, notably Schu- 
man of France and De Gasperi of Italy, devel- 
oped critics as well as admirers. 

“ * * 

His government's policy toward refugees and 
its reluctance to do much for the areas adjoin- 
ing the Russian line of separation also have 
been involved. Then there has been the “Papa 
knows best” attitude of a cosmopolitan Rhine- 
lander toward Bavarians and Prussians. All of 
these are subordinate to the primary issue of 
Western solidarity, Nevertheless German voters, 
like voters everywhere, want to feel that they are 
making their own decisions. 


So Mr. Dulles departed far from the stand- 
ards of shrewd statesmanship when he made 
his press conference stump speech for Dr. 
Adenauer. The Chancellor was embarrassed, 
but had to make the best of it. His opponents 
raised a clamor about “an insult to free people.” 
It was not a good way to help win an election, 
and it was not a bit better for holding friends 
for the long run. 
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Invitations to a General 
They want Maj. Gen. William F. Dean in New 
York City to ride in a parade, amid a blizzard 
of confetti, and that is the kind of welcome the 
hero of Taejon is entitled to receive from our 
largest city. Also his home folks over in 
Carlyle, Ill., want their celebrated native son

They are going to dedicate a restored suspen- 
sion bridge over the Kaskaskia river ( which Billy 
Dean doubtless called the Okaw) and that would 
be a good time.

Whether the General, who was up at the 
Korean front with the soldiers in those dark 
days two years ago, will ride down the cheering 
canyons of Manhattan, we do not know. But we 
feel it in our bones that he will find time to take 
a look at his old swimming hole in the Okaw. 
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A Deal Blows Up 


Moscow's managers of trade with other coun- 
tries seem to be slipping. Their talks with nego- 
tiators from India on a big barter deal—the ex- 
change of 1,000,000 tons of Russian wheat for 
an assortment of Indian goods—have broken 
down, and for a good capitalist reason. The 
Soviet price was too high. 

It may be that the Moscow commissars have 
grown soft from dealings within their own orbit. 
Their success at getting something for nothing 
in every trade involving a Soviet satellite could 
have blinded them to what certain American 
officials like to call the “play of the market.” 

Then again, it might have been the result of 
a gross miscalculation, India’s food position has 
improved considerably in the three months since 
New Delhi first suggested it might be possible 
to swing a deal. The Indians now have some 
2,000,000 tons of grain in reserve, and the only 
food they intend to buy is that which can be 
picked up at bargain prices. 

All of which ought to suggest to,the commis- 
sars that in the future if they want to put the 
squeeze on someone they had better do it while 
he is still tightly caught in the vise. 
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Good Start on Tax Loopholes 

In warning that business and professional men 
can expect no tax favors from the Administra- 
tion, Internal Revenue Commissioner T. Cole- 
man Andrews evidently means business. Tax 
abuses were among the most damaging scandals 
tolerated in the Truman Administration. 

Mr. Andrews’s warning ‘refers to a galaxy of 
tax evasions which were dealt with by U.S. 
News an World Report, in an article reprinted 
recently on this page. Padded expense accounts, 
extravagant country club dues, maintenance of 
cars and yachts, and other types of dodges were 
included in Mr. Andrews’s warning. 

Another major abuse of income-tax loopholes 
was stopped within the last few weeks when 
Congress passed and President Eisenhower 
signed a bill on earnings by ‘americans abroad. 
Americans who spent 17 of 18 consecutive 
months abroad had been exempt from income 
tax. Movie stars particularly had abused the 
exemption by going abroad to make films. The 
new bill limits the exemption to $20,000. 

Still another loophole which Mr. Andrews, 


President Eisenhower and Congress have left to 


deal with is the so-called “depletion allowance” 
to oil producers. This subsidy to oil prospectors 
was instituted at the time of the First World 
War to stimulate production. 

It has now become, as Mr. Truman said when 
President, the most inequitable loophole in the 
nation’s tax laws. He told of one oll operator 
who was able to use the loophole to avoid paying 
any income tax whatever in a year during which 
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he developed oil properties yielding nearly 
$5,000,000. 

The House Ways and Means Committee is 
considering what to do about the “depletion al- 
lowance.” It should be marked for the same 
treatment which Congress has given to earnings 
abroad and which Mr. Andrews promises to give 
to plush perquisites for business and profes- 
sional men in avoidance of income taxes. 
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Unfair to the Plaza Project 
It ds sad to see a little group in the Negro 
community drumming up a campaign against 
the plaza bond issue. This group is raising such 
essentially irrelevant questions as whether Ne- 
groes will get jobs in the clearing of the area 
and in the construction of new buildings. 


The plaza improvement is a community proj- 
ect, but employment in this cdénnection will 


‘largely be determined by the building trades 


unions over which the community has no direct 
control, We trust the unions will follow a fair 
and enlightened policy. But if perchance some 
union should prove too selfish, should the com- 
munity be punished—and before the event? 


Another question is whether any of the new 
apartments will be available to Negroes. In the 
sense that this is almost completely a queston 
of costs, it can hardly be answered now. Still 
another question relates to school facilities. This, 
too, eannot be answered in advance. The chances 
are that many of the proposed apartments may 
be occupied by childless couples. All one can 
say in advance is that the project was conceived 
by fair, public-spirited citizens. 


We may wonder, however, whether all of the 
new opponents of the improvement have raised 
their questions in good faith. There is always a 
temptation to oppose public projects for the 
sake of personal aggrandizement. There is also 
an attitude of demanding that everything be 
shaped to a certain pattern—or else. There is a 
phrase for it: rule or ruin. 


At worst, we cannot see how completion of 
the plaza project can possibly harm the Negro 
community of St. Louis. How many direct bene- 
fits it will bring is hard to say now. But in 
adding to the city’s open spaces, its grass and 
trees and air, in mitigating congestion and im- 
proving the city’s appearance, the project must 
help all St. Louisans, white or black. Since it 
calls for no sacrifice and not a penny in taxes, 
we feel sure it will have the widest support. 
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Deer in the Ozarks 

James A. Kearns’s report in our Everyday 
Magazine on the phenomenal growth of Mis- 
souri’s deer herd—up from 395 in 1925 to about 
100,000 today—ought to make it crystal clear 
that non-political conservation has proved itself 
a successful public policy. 

True, sound management policies are not the 
complete answer to the surprising comeback of 
the whitetail. The deer is an extremely adapta- 
ble animal and seems to respond more readily 
to the attention of the wildlife technicians than 
other game species. Even so, it is obvious that 
Missouri deer would have been killed off years 
ago had it not been for the scientific game man- 
agement program of the State Conservation 
Commission. 

This should be enough to cause the meat 
hounds in the woods and the meat hounds in the 
Legislature to cease their yowling and snapping 
vat the heels of the commission. 
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Oil and Anarchy 


American plans for financial aid to Iran coin- 
cide with an accounting of that country’s finan- 
cial plight by Finance Minister Ali Amini. He 
says Iran needs $300,000,000 to “escape an- 
archy.” 

The implication is that the United States will 
want to prevent anarchy in Iran and that is true 
enough. Our Government has already announced 
a $23,400,000 extension in Point IV aid and 
$45,000,000 in emergency financial aid. There 
is no sound reason to grant more aid now even 
though the total is far short of Amini’s $300,- 
000,000. 

His figures show that the ousted Premier 
Mossadegh left behind a deficit of $213,000,000. 
If that could be financed on a long-term basis, 
the Iranian Government would need apparently 
$87,000,000 to keep going. And of this amount, 
it turns out, $18,000,000 is required to meet the 
annual payroll of the oil industry. The industry 
is idle because of the dispute with Britain over 
nationalization. 

If the dispute with Britain were settled, oil 
would flow again. The industry could meet its 
own payroll. Beyond that, oil revenue would 
likely finance the deficit and put the Shah’s new 
government on its feet in short order. American 
aid may tide the Government over until the oil 
issue is resolved, but oil should be as high as 
aid on Tehran's agenda. 
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‘ood Stamps—Why Not? 

A contributor to our Letters column asks a 
pertinent question inspired by the shipment of 
surplus food to Germany. Without in any way 
disparaging the food shipments abroad, he wants 
to know why nobody suggests that some of the 
surpluses be distributed to needy Americans at 
home. 

The question is pertinent because the law au- 
thorizing the President to use surplus food as a 
cold war weapon limits the foreign shipments to 
products worth $100,000,000, which are only 
part of a Government-held store of farm prod- 
ucts worth more than $2,000,000,000. 

Why not, says George McLain of Los Ange- 
les, distribute some of these surpluses to per- 
sons on public assistance and those drawing old 
age benefits, through some variation of the food 
stamp plan which was used during the depres- 
sion? 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson has frequent- 
ly declared that the place to store surpluses is 
in stomachs, not in elevators and warehouses. 
President Eisenhower, last April, said he would 
prefer to see the Government's huge hoard of 
butter sold at a complete loss, rather than let it 
spoil while’ some people were going hungry. 

Nevertheless, the Government's stored butter 
is still spoiling, and the Government’s holdings 
of other farm products, soon to be augmented 
by this year’s harvest, are still in bins and stor- 
age plants rather than in stomachs. 


It would take no great effort of creative states- 
reanship to devise a food stamp plan for recipi- 


_ ents of public aid and old age benefits. Some 


people might even call it “creeping socialism.” 
But it could be done. And there would be a good 
deal of old-fashioned horse sense in doing it. 
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A pilot is reliably reported to have flown a 
plane at an altitude of 16 miles.

The American 
From American Highways, American 


Our unique experiment in overland 
transportation, in 1857, intended to 
demonstrate the superiority of camels 
over horses, mules and oxen as beasts 
of burden, failed largely because the 
energetic Americans of the Far West 
were unfamiliar with the placid cus- 
toms of the Far East. 

Camel transportation had been a 
favorite topic of speculation for 
some years when Senator Jefferson 
Davis, later President of the South- 
ern Confederacy, decided in 1851 that 
camels would be effective against our 
Western Indians. 


The California newspapers then be- 
gan a great hue and cry which finally 
overwhelmed the Congressional opposi- 
tion. The California publicists advocat- 
ed a “Lightning Dromedary Express” 
to carry fast mail and eastern newspa- 
pers to the Pacific Coast in 15 days. 
The camels were to fill their internal 
water tanks at the river, 
streak across the plains without regard 
for thirst, forage on sage brush along 
the way, drink deeply again at the Colo- 
rado river and amble into California 
coast towns two weeks from the time of 
Thus fortified with argu-

The reputed success of the camel ex- 
periment was only short lived. Mutual 
distrust and dislike soon developed be- 
tween the animals and the American 
mule drivers. Their vigorous invective 
and fierce commands shocked the sensi- 
tive feelings of the quadrupeds who 
seldom had heard any language more 
strenuous than the soft liquid syllables 
lisped in the Arabian tongue. 


The camel experiment soon was ad- 
mitted a failure by army officers. Every 
attempt to organize a camel caravan 
brought about incipient mutiny on the 
part of troopers and teamsters. Thus 
the “desert ships” were turned loose 
on the plains one by-one. Some were 
killed by Indians who learned to enjoy 
camel steaks. Others died of neglect. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War, 35 or 
40 survivors were herded into United 
States forts. In 1882, some were sold 
to a menagerie in Arizona. The aged, 
white-haired survivors at the turn of 
the century recalled one of the rare 
gems of our highway history.

Civilians at War and at Sea 


FAR FROM THE CUSTOMARY SKIES. by Warren 
Eyster. (Random House, 372 pgs., $2.75.)

Here is a first novel, a war novel, 
and good: em both counts: “Mr. Eyster 
served in the Navy, and he writes of 
men ‘aboard a, destroyer no inten- 
tion beyond recording the r reactions 
and adjustments to each other, the 
ship and the sea, 


The book begins with a training 
cruise on which the green hands are 
rattled by the loss of two practice 
torpedoes (“After all,” says the cap- 
tain reasonably, “in battle we won't 
chase torpedoes and put them back on 
the deck’’), works through two years 
of action in the Pacific, a short, violent 
visit to California, 
and ends with the 
battle in which the 
Dreher goes down, 

The men range 
from the _ profes- 
sional Malone, a 
bad hat but a fine 
. bos’n, down to 
Pogey Bait, inca- 
pable of tying knots 
and therefore hope- 
less. Most of them 
are good tempo- 
rary sailors, rugged 
individuals who re- 
fuse to be altered 
by the Navy. Po- 
lock remains an inspired . impresario 
and liar. Oklahoma continues to think 
like a farmer. Ham, the over-consci- 
entious intellectual, never gets the 
weight of the world off his back. A 
bad painter swears off art, and a man 
with a grievance takes to the bottle, 
but both these things could,have hap- 
pened ashore. Mr. Eyster has no truck 
with the theory that war obliterates or 
distorts human personality. 

With no plot and no individual hero, 
the book is held together by Mr. Eys- 
ter’s ability to make every character 
and incident count. He does it with 
consistent skill. The battles are full of 
tension, a storm claws at the reader’s 
nerves as it does at the crew’s; and 
the midnight expedition in the whale- 
boat, with Malone and Ross quarreling 
over the wisdom of swimming in shark 
territory to cut loose a row of Japa- 
nese range markers, is a masterpiece 
of suspense. 

These are the big scenes, where the 

author has plenty of material to stir up 
excitement. It’s remarkable that there 
are no dead spots between them. The 
eternal poker games never lose their 
vitality. Mr, Eyster can make Oklaho- 
ma’s tirade on the uselessness of dic- 
tionaries positively absorbing. 
. Aside from his abflity to evoke par 
ticular men in a specific setting, Mr. 
Eyster is notable for a resilient, widely 
sympathetic point of view. He likes 
sailors, officers, ships, the Navy and 
the sea, in spite of their various de- 
fects, and while he cordially dislikes 
war, he bears it no romantic grudge. 
He has the sharp, uncensorious report- 
er’'s eye, which gives to all of “Far 
From the Customary Skies” an excep- 
tional persuasiveness and immediacy.

The horses are Sly Wink, Tin- 
tina, Erra B and Prandium and, 
with the approval of the. stew- 
ards, will be trained by Bert 
Levy.

The woman was not 
named, but McCarthy demanded 
to know what military officials 
had cleared her for the job. 

Col. Wendell G. Johnson o 
the First Army Intelligence staf 
refused, saying such information 
could not be supplied because of 
a directive issued by former 
President Truman on March 13,

. McCarthy said today he {s 
satisfied that Stevens, now on 
vacation, did not know in ad- 
vance about Col. Johnson’s de- 
cision.

Child at Dentist's

é6 UR 17-year-old daughter is unmanageable at the 
()acnsst's a mother writes. “When she was five, she 
had fluorine treatments, one filling and an abscessed 
tooth pulled. At that time we were quite proud of the way 
she came through this experience. Last fall when she went 
for a checkup she refused to co-operate and made such a 
fuss that the dentist frankly told me he could not work on 
her. (He is a young dentist, patient with children, and she 
likes him in spite of the difficulty.) 

“After a short time I took her to another dentist who 
works mainly with children. Before we went we talked it 
over with her, but the same thing happened. She pulls the 
dentist’s hands, instruments, and screams, Finally he talked 
to her. Then she let him drill the tooth, but when it came 
time to put the filling in she was so difficult he had to put 
in a temporary one. 

* 

“WHEN THIS FALLS OUT or has to be replaced, we 
will of course be faced with the sarhe problem. Do you think 
her father should take her the next time and be firm with 
her, holding her if necessary. Or should we forget about it 
for a good period of time and then try again when she is 
older? (Her teeth do need attention.)” 

It is quite common for children to act better, in some 
situations, at a younger age than at an older age when they 
realize more fully what they are up against. Thus, many 
children are “good” at the doctor’s or the dentist’s, or in 
school, at first. And then later they object vigorously and 
make a fuss about these very things to which they had 
adapted earlier. 

You are fortunate that your daughter will still at least 
go to the dentist, even though she isn’t very happy after she 
gets there. Some children won't even go. 

It probably would be better for her father rather than 
you to take her. But just being firm is probably not the 
answer. Certainly not being firm to the extent of using 
physical force to hold her down,

ONE HAS TO GIVE a child like yours a strong motiva- 
tion that she can think of and plan for while she is under- 
going the unpleasant experience of having her teeth worked 
on. Sometimes the motivation can be money. Sometimes 
something nice that she and her father will do right away 
after they finish at the dentist's. 

The reward must be meaningful and immediate, pre- 
ferably a secret between father and child, which the dentist 
doesn’t know about. It will take some ingenuity, but you 
may be able to think of such a reward or surprise which 
will work. 

Before the temporary filling falls out, some time will 
have elapsed, and this in itself may help matters consider- 
ably. If the kind of resistance which your daughter shows 
continues to be extreme and cannot be overcome by some 
means such as the above, it sometimes is better—if your 
dentist agrees—to put off even needed dental attention.

O SAY of someone that he 
T “knows what’s what” re- 

quires no explanation. The 
expression is hardly open to mis- 
understanding. What might be 
surprising, if our opening lines 
from Butler’s “Hudibras” did 
not hint that this saying is no 
casual modern slang, is that the 
meaningful phrase, produced 
thus simply, has a literary his- 
tory going back over 550 years. 


We find it as part of the dia- 
logue in the work of Thomas 
Hoccleve, an English poet, who 
was born in the 1370s. Hoc- 
cleve’s line, dating about 1420, 
reads ““And else wot I never what 
is what!” Actually, there is a 
prior record of the phrase in 
some verse dating 1400, whose 
author is unknown. 


It may be that knowing “what's 
what” had its start for a future 
in modern American slang at the 
hand of a better-known poet, 
John Skelton, who wrote, about 
1520, “He said he knew what was 
what.”

Win- 
ning with the king or jack, the 
declarers followed one of two 
courses: they cashed the ace and 
queen of diamonds, then went 
over to the heart queen in dum- 
my and led the club 10 with the 
intention of passing it to West, 
the non-dangerous hand; or they 
laid down the club ace with the 
intention of leading another club 
and playing West for the king. 
After leading the club ace, how- 
ever, and seeing the jack fall 
from the East hand, these de- 
clarers lost their nerve; they 
rightly feared that another club 
lead would let East get in for 
a spade return, and rather than 
face that extreme danger, these 
Souths collected their nine cold 
tricks. The same applied to those 
declarers who had cashed the 
top diamonds. and led the club 
10 from the dummy—they also 
settled for nine tricks. 


A clear East-West “top” was 
earned by an astute East who, 
clearly reading the situatfdn, 
made a most remarkable play. 
When the ace of clubs was led 
against him, he dropped the 
king! Poor South could not be 
blamed for falling, hook, line 
and sinker. Apparently, four club 
tricks were there for the taking, 
so of course he finessed against 
the club jack—and the conse- 
quence was something that 
South will not forget in a long, 
long time.

ETTING the youngsters 
(ready for school next Tues- 

day has kept mother busy for 
the past few days. 

There were school clothes te 
get ready and new ones to buy 
for the youngster who has “shot 
up like a weed” during the va- 
cation weeks, along with visits 
to the doctor and dentist to be 
sure that Johnny and Mary are 
in A-l physical shape. 

But what have you parents 
done to protect your children 
against one of childhood's grcat- 
est hazards—accidents? Every 
year accidents kill at least 11,000 
children under the age of 15, 
and 2,000,000 more are tem- 
porarily or permanently injured 
by an accident. For pre-schoo! 
children accidents present the 
greatest single threat to life.

LAST YEAR in St. Louis ac- 
cidents took the lives of 20 cnil- 
dren between the ages of 1 and 
5—more than all the communi- 
cable diseases, including polio- 
myelitis and tuberculosis. 

With the return to school, 
children will be exposed to many 
potential accident hazards. To 
reduce this high toll of child- 
hood accidents parents must 
start to develop habits of safe 
conduct in their children white 
they are still babies, habits that 
will protect them through their 
school days. 

All children, and especially 
those entering school, should « 
taught safety precautions 01 the 
street; to obey traffic signais, to 
cross only at crossings; and to 
look both ways before stepping 
off the. curb.

PARENTS can also help their 
children to avoid accidents by 
themselves always prac’icing 
habits of safety. 

Check your home for accident 
hazards. Over 60 per cent of 
the accidents that took the lives 
of young children in St. Louis 
last year occurred in and around 
the home. 

Authorities now know that ac- 
cidents don’t “just happen.” It 
is estimated that over 90 per 
cent of the accidents are pre- 
ventable. So if your child has 
repeated accidents despite your 
training and example consult 
your family doctor.. There may 
be a physical factor, such as im- 
paired hearing or eyesight, faul- 
ty co-ordination, or even an e%no- 
tional disturbance, causing his 
accidents that can be corrected

No More News to Account 
for Recovery Than for 
Decline. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (UP)— 
The stock market in the pre- 
Labor Day holiday week started 
on an active decline and ended 
on. a dull recovery. Monday's 
volume of 2,190,000 shares was 
the most since June 9. On that 
day Dow-Jones industrials index 
fell 4.52 points to a new low 
since May 19, 1952; rails fell 2.74 
points to a new low since May 
21, 1952 and utilities lost 45 
cents. 


The Friday sales of 770,000 
shares were the smallest since 
Oct. 3, 1949. The Friday market 
as well a§é those of Tuesday and 
Wednesday closed with a small 
recovery. Thursday’s showed a 
slight dip. Daily volume for the 
market averaged 1,310,774 shares, 
against 1,242,028 shares last 
week. Despite the rallies after 
the Monday drop, the list closed 
lower, industrials at 264.34, off 
1.40 points; rails, 96.93, off 1.44; 
and utilities 49.71 off 0.34. 
Six Lower Sessions. 

The Monday decline rounded 
out six sessions of loss which 
had wiped out $6,000,000,000 in 
valuation from all issues listed. 
The subsequent recovery was 
seen as purely technical. 
There was no more news to 
account for the recovery than 
there was news to account for 
the decline that preceded it. 
Wall Street has been growing 
more and more bearish lately on 
talk that a business setback is 
inevitable. The conservative ex- 
perts agree that a business ad- 
justment is possible. In fact, one 
is getting under way in some 
lines now, it is pointed out. The 
market failed to develop its

district. 
Business Holds High. 

Despite the behavior of the 
market, business has held high. 
Statistics later are expected to 
reveal that the summer showing 
was the best in history.

News 
that was seen as detrimental to 
the market was en announce- 
ment of a cut in airplane buying 
by the Government and labor 
difficulties stirring in the rail- 
road department. 
Losses Predominate. 

The dullness on Friday re- 
flected the approach of the La- 
bor day holiday. Bulls and bears 
alike were worried over what 
might develop in the three-way 
shutdown period. Some bear 
covering helped stocks rise a 
few cents on average. 

At the end of the week, the 
total of advances had reachec 
354, more than offset by 854 de- 
clines. There were 197 of the 
1405 issues traded which closed 
the week unchanged. 

During the week 385 issues 
set new lows and a mere six 
managed to get to new highs. 

The net losses for the week 
in the major departments wee 
small for the most _most part.
